Formal  or  trimmed  Columnberry  grown  as  a  dwarf 
hedge,  as  specimen  plants,  or  as  an  edging  may  be  easily 
kept  to  a  minimum  height  of  12  inches  or  can  be  de* 
veloped  to  a  maximum  of  4  feet. 

Untrimmed  or  semi'formal  Columnberry  develops  in 
good  soil  to  a  maximum  height  of  4  to  6  feet. 


Truehedge  Columnberry  is  lovely  for  the  modern  hotel, 
apartment  house  or  public  building — to  be  planted  in 
narrow  spots,  such  as  between  walks  or  the  promenade.
